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ITS SECOND SESSION

ASSOCIATION OF BAILWAY SIG-
NALMEN AT NEW WILLARD.

The sessions of the second day of the
Rallway Signal Association in tenth an-
nual convention began this morning at 10
o'clock at the New Willard with more
than 300 members in attendance.

DEATH OF MRS. ROWZEE

BURNS RECEIVED LAST BATUR-
DAY HAVE FATAL RESULT.

Mre. Julla W. Rowsee, widow of Charles
Reuben Rowzee, who was killled in a run-
away accident last June, died at Garfield
Hospital yesterday afternoon, her death
being due to severe burns recelved while
at her home, 3024 15th street, last Saturday
night, while Mrs. Rowzee was In the
kitchen, when her dress caught fire and she
was terribly burned before friends and rela-
tives succeeded in extinguishing the blaze.

Near the
corner of Florlda avenue and 12th street
Mr. Rowzee was thrown from the vehicle
and severely injured. His death occurred
at Garfield Hospital several days later.

Accident at Funeral.

Upon the occasion of the funeral of Mr.
Rowzee his wife and other relatives had an
unpleasant =experience while returning
home from Rock Creek cemetery. Mr. E.
G. Rowzee, a brother, was In the carriage
with the widow and two other relatives,

and they were thrown to the road when the
horses ragn away. The brother sustained
a fracture of his shoulder and®other in-
Juries, but the other members of the funeral
party were not injured.

After the accldent to Mrs. Rowszee last
Baturday the family physiclan was sum-
moned, and, without delay the patlent was
hurried to the hospital. Her condition was
critical and the surgeons concluded that
her_death was merely a matter of a short
time. Coroner Nevitt was called upon last
night to make an investigation of the case,
He learned of the circumstances attending
the accident, as stated, and approved the
certificate that had been issued by the at-
tending physiclan.

The remains of Mrs. Rowzee were re-
moved.to her late home last night and pre-
pared for burial. The funeral will occur
at 2 o'clock tomorrow afternoon.

WAS VALUED AT $8,000.

Mrs. Mary Eddy Loses Diamond-
Studied Jewelry.

Mrs. Mary Eddy, a former wealthy res-
ident of Ban Franclsco, who is spending the
winter at the Shoreham, complained to the
police last evening of the loss of a pair of
diamond earrings and a good Maltese cross
set with five dlamonds. She valued the jew-
elry at about $8,000. Detective Weedon
called upon Mrs. Eddy at the Shoreham and
was informed of the loss. 8he expressed
the belief that they had not been stolen.

The diamonds were taken from a safe de-
posit vault last Baturday by Mrs. Eddy,
who thought she would have use for them
this week. The pin, which is valued at
$5,000, is set with five diamonds of two and
one-half karats each, being in the shape of
a Maltese cross that is black enameled.
Four-karat diamonds form the settings for
the earrings.

Saturday when Mrs. Eddy took her jew-
elry from the vault she went to her room in
the hotel and placed them on her dresser,
as she remembers. She did not look for it
until yesterday afternoon, when she wanted
to wear the pin. She then discovered that
the two pieces of jewelry were not in the
chamois bag.
